Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product, and the species are 
patentably distinct (MPEP § 806. 05(j)). In the instant case, the intermediate product is 
deemed to be useful as metal alloy precursors or solder material and the inventions are 
deemed patentably distinct because there is nothing on this record to show them to be 
obvious variants. 

Inventions I and III are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product 
and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, the 
product metal oxide cannot be made by the process because it is directed to making 
metal particles. 

Inventions II and III are directed to an unrelated product and process. Product 
and process inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that the product cannot be used 
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in, or made by, the process. See MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06. In the instant case, the 
product metal oxide cannot be made by the process because it is directed to making a 
metal particle dispersion. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
